SPECIAL COUNCIL FETING — MARCH 23. 1974 —12; 30 p.m. 

The Business Committee of the Citizen Band Potawatomi Tribe are calling 
a Special Council Meeting to present Economical Development Plans for 
General Councils approval. The Business Committee has done extensive 
work on several projects that must have Council approval in order for 
us to continue. It is Imperative that these plans be brought before 
as many tribal members as possible and we urge you to attend. Our tribe 
now has the opportunity to cultivate a continuing source of tribal in- 
come that will be most helpful in implementing Tribal programs that will 
benefit all members. The meeting will be held on Saturday, March 23, 
1974, at 12:30 p.m. in St. Benedicts Gym located on the corner of St. 
Benedict Street and Kickapoo Street, Shawnee, Oklahoma. 

CLAIMS The Citizen Potawatomi Tribe, along with at least two other 
Potawatomi Tribes recently received an award from the Indian Claims 
Commission for Dockets 217, 15K and 29J. Funds of $4,104,818.98 for 
the awards were appropriated by Congress in early January. The funds, 
minus ten percent for attorneys fees, all presently invested by the 
Bureau of Indian Affairs in certificates of deposit with two banks in 
Oklahoma. These two deposits all for 177 days are earning 9.1433 and 8& 
3/8 percent interest. Neither the Business Committee nor the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs know at this time exactly when a payment will be made. 
Please don't write asking about the payment as I will keep you inform- 
ed through the newsletters. Because of cost of postage and time, I 
will not be able to answer letters asking about the next payment. The 
next newsletter will be sent out in April or /lay and at that time hope- 
fully I will be able to provide more specific payment information. If 
you have children who are not enrolled you should send in enrollment 
applications and birth certificates so the Business Committee can start 
working on enrollment. PLEASE REMEMBER, CHILDREN BORN AFTER JUNE 29.

ADDRESS CHANCES-DECEASED MEMBERS-LIST OF UNKNOWN PEOPLE . It would be 
very helpful if all members would keep their addresses current and any 
changes up to date. Also a list of all the members you know or relat- 
ions who have deceased, with dates they deceased, would be appreciated. 
Attached to this newsletter is a list of people who have never had an 
address and have not received the last payment (1971). If you know the 
whereabouts of any of these people, please let me know or have them 
write the tribal office so they can claim their share of the 1971 per 
capita payment. If you know if any of the persons listed are deceased 
this information would also be appreciated. 

INDIAN ACTION TEAM VACANCIES There are presently four vacancies for 
Potawatomi tribal members between the ages of 18 and 50 in the Indian 
Action Team Vocational Training Program. The areas of training vacant 
are in carpentry, plumbing, and masonry. The Training Program pays $2.00 
per hour, 40 hours per week, in living expenses, tax free. There is a 
placement provision in the program with good jobs available after train- 
ing. Interested applicants should contact Paul Schmidlkofer, at the 
TriDal Office. School staff can give some help on relocation through 
the B.I.A. Employment Assistance Program. All applications should be 
submitted as soon as possible. 




SPECIAL PROG RAMS -INDIAN ACTION TEAM The Special Programs Section of 
the Indian Action Team Vocational Training Program will be offering 
evening seminars for any interested tribal member in the following 
subjects. The book titles are; "How To Run A Meeting) Parlimentary 
Procedure", "Dealing With The Bank-Money Management", "Business Account- 
i. and Bookkeeping", and "Sue The B**t**ds-How to Use the Small Claims 
Court". Evening sessions will be two to three hours, one e^ jning each. 
Those interested should submit their names to the Tribal Office. Times 
and dates of the seminars will be mailed to each person responding. The 
meetings are free and will feature guest speakers from professionals in 
the Shawnee area. 

COMMUNITY HEALTH REPRESENTATIVES (CHR) Since the last newsletter in 
October of 1973, the Business Committee has hired Norman Kiker as our 
new CHR. Norman completed his CHR Training at Desert Willow near Tuscon 
Arizona and has since served the tribe very etfectively. He has done 
so well that the Business Committee felt that he would more than qualify 
for the position as CHR Director. He was elected as CHR Director at 
our last Business Committee meeting held February, 14, 1974. The other 
two CHR*s, Jewell Bruno and Mary Ann Wheeler have also done execellent 
work and with combined efforts the CHR*s are coordinating and formulat- 
ing many new health related programs throughout the community. These 
programs will better inform tribal members in all phases of environmen- 
tal health. The last meeting was held in Wanette, Oklahoma and the 
topic of the meeting was Social Security Benefits. The CHR's will be 
glad to try and answer any health related question you might have concern 
ing Indian Health. You may write to any of them in care of the Tribal 
Office .

TRIBAL LAND Portions of the tribal owned land have been re-zoned for 
light industry and local commercial. Absolutely none of our tribal 
lands are being sold as some of you have interpreted from the zoning 
being publicized in the local newspapers. The Business Committee can- 
notuse tribal funds or sell any tribal lands without the general 
councils approval. To seLl tribal lands is not in the plans of the 
Business Committee. 

BOOR ON PQTAWATOMIS Priscilla Sherard, Tribal Historian, is nearing 
completion of her book on Potawatomi Indians and she hopes to put it 
to press this year. If you want your family name in the book she is 
requesting that you send to her the names of the people in your family 
(including deceased) as far back as you can remember. Write for the 
oldest member of your family, where they were born, where they lived 
and where they died and the dates if known. Also include Indian names 
and any information like, work, profession, farmer, etc. This informa- 
tion is to be put in the book and it is urgent that she receive this 
information as soon as possible. List great-great-great grandparents, 
aunts, uncles, cousins if known.
